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ABSTRACT

Pitt-Des Moines (PDM) fabricates stedl platework. On-site activities include: receiving, planing, rolling,
cutting/forming, burning, grinding, fitting, welding, x-ray, shotblasting, mixing, painting, curing, and shipping.
They are amgor source of hazardous air pollutants. Most of the plant is grandfathered from New
Source Review. The surface coating operation is the only activity that is not grandfathered. PDM is
located in Utah County, a non-attainment area for the National Ambient Air Quaity Standards for PM 10
and Carbon Monoxide.

Abrasives used for dry unconfined blasting referenced in paragraph (a)(4) above shall comply

with the following performance standards:

(1) Beforeblasting the abrasive shall not contain more than 1% by weight material passing a
#70 U.S. Standard sieve.

(2)  After blasting the abrasive shall not contain more than 1.8% by weight material 5 micron

or smaller.

(3)  Abrasivesreused for dry unconfined blasting are exempt from paragraph (b)(2), but must
conform with paragraph (b)(1).

Sources using the performance standard of paragraph (a)(4) must demonstrate that the abrasives
were obtained from persons that have certified (submitted test results) to the executive secretary
at least annually that such abrasives meet the requirements of paragraph (b) above (ref.
R307-206.). [Authority granted under R307-206; condition originated in R307-206]

conducted at |east semi-annually in accordance with the following
provisions:

(d)  Emissionsfrom unconfined blasting shall be read at the densest point
of the emission after amajor portion of the spent abrasive has fallen
out, at a point not lessthan five feet nor more than twenty-five feet
from the impact surface from any single abrasive blasting nozzle;

()  Emissionsfrom unconfined blasting employing multiple nozzles shall
be judged as a single source unlessit can be demonstrated by the
owner or operator that each nozzle, evaluated separately, meetsthe
emission and performance standards of this provision;

()] Emissions from confined blasting shall be read at the densest point

after the air contaminant leaves the enclosure.

Recordkeeping:  Records of visible emissions eval uations and documentation that
demonstrates adherence to the performance standards in R307-206-4 shall
be maintained.

2 Comment on an item originating in DAQE-767-98 r egar ding per mitted sour ce (Sour ce-wide):

AO Condition 10: The following language has not been carried over into the Title V permit:

(1) All pollution control vendor-recommended equipment shall be installed. The approva order
covers only the surface coating operation for which the air pollution control technology consists of
high transfer efficiency spray guns which have been installed.

(2) Instructions from the vendor or established maintenance practices that maximize pollution control
shall be used.
